hundred Spanish prisoners. 


Rebels Taught a Lesson 


'Manila, Nov. 18. — The military com- 


mission hns passed sentence of death 
upon the presldeute, the chief of po- 
lice. the uergcant of police, and a na- 
tive prleat, who were convicted In the 
notorious Taytny case of stabbing uev 
en of their countrymen and burying 
them alive in obedience to orders from 
Insurgent leader* while the town was 
under an American garrison. 
There- 


did not at first appear to be evidence 
of tiiu priest's guilt, but the other men 
confessed when they were on the brink 
of the sijave. All were defended vig- 
orously by civil counsel. General Chaf- 
feo has commuted the death sentence 
on the jirlest to a term 
of twenty 


years' Imprisonment. General ChafTee 
desires It to be understood, however. 
that the leniency exercised In the casu 
cannot be known us a precedent, and 
that no person in tho Islands can be 
permitted to plead his office, however 
aacred and exulted this may bo, as 
protection against crimes committed.

of tho court, the admiral has been 
staying at tho Arlington hotel at- 
tempting to extricate himself from 
the financial tangle caused by tho 
Inquiry. 
Ho has endpd with his ac- 


counts and ho1- finds that every cent 
of the $20,000 which ho had expected 
to leave to his family, In addition to 
nil the prize money which he'will get 
for his part In the Spanish-American 
war has been spent on the Inquiry. 
Financially the admiral Is worse off 
than he was almost half a century 
ago,'when he entered the naval acad- 
emy as a cadet.

WILL BE A VICTOR! FOR SCHLEI; 


COMPLETE VINDICATION CERTAIN 


Information to That Effect Leaks Out at Washing- 


ton—Opinion of the Admiral Judges Will Be 


Brief and to the Point. 


Washington, D. C.. 
Nov. 18.—Ac- 


cording to Information which 
has 


reached tho navy department through 
channels In a measure controlled by 
the department, the verdict of the 
Schloy court of Inquiry will pratlc- 
ally be a complete vindication of-Ad- 
miral .Schley. 
Moreover, Instead of 


a long discursive opinion, covering all 
of the complex details of the Inquiry, 
the court will hand down a brief and 
terse verdict, which, It Is said, will 
not contain more than 500 words. 


The three admirals comprising the 


court decided upon this form of ver- 
dict very soon after they began their 
session. 
Appreciating the desire of 


the public and everybody concerned 
for a verdict that would bo neltner 
long nor Involved, they agreed at ihe 
outset that they would be exceedingly, 
sparing of words.

At the last moment 
thu leaders all backed out, and little 
Horatio volunteered 'to be slims In n 
rope from n high window Into the pear 
tree and hauled back with his plunder. 
He .carried through the dllllcnlt feat 
nud handed all the pears over to his 
comrados. He wouldn't pat any and 
said that he only got them' because the 
others -were afraid to get what they 
coveted so greedily. It was the deed 
which told with him and not the per- 


. sonal gain nor tlie risk. And so, after 


telling hit) ship commanders his plan 
for the great battle of the Nile, one of 
them cried In glee, "If we succeed, 
•what will the world say?" 


"There Is no 'If about It." said Nel- 


son. "We shall succeed, but who will 
live to tell the story la another ques- 
tion." 


Nelson battled with adversity very 


young. He was a frail lad and always 
a sufferer. At twelve years of age his 
father, no longer able to care for him, 
scut him to an uncle who was captain 
of one of the King's ships. 


"What has little Horatio done." .said 


the old sen dog, "that he, being HO 
weak, should be sent to rough It at 
eenV But let him come, and If a eon- 
non ball takes off his head he will nt 
least l>e provided for." 


The ball came along In time, but not 


until the name of Nelson and the wimp 
of Kngland wen! Interchangeable as 
nymbols of glory. 


Nelson sailed Into New York harbor 


as captain of his llrst ship when he 
•was twenty-two years old. A descrip- 
tion of him then recalls Napoleon Bo- 
naparte In his salad days. 
Says an 


annalist of. the time. I'rlncu William 
Henry, afterward William IV. of Eng- 
land: "I was then a midshipman on 
board the II:irllenr. lying In the Nar- 
rows off Staten Island, and had the 
watch on deck when Captain Nelson 
of the Alhcmarlc came In his barge 
alongside, the merest boy captain I 
ever beheld, and his dress was worthy 
of attention. 
He had on u full laced 


uniform: his lank, unpowdered hair 
•was In a stiff Hessian tall of extraor- 
dinary length: thu old fashioned Haps 
of his waistcoat added to the general 
qualntness of his figure and produced 
nn appearance which particularly at- 
tracted uiy notice, for I have never seen 
anything like It before, nor could I im- 
agine who he was or what ho came 
nbout. Sly doubts were, however, re- 
moved when Lord Hood Introduced me 
to him. There was something Irresist- 
ibly pleasing In his address and conver- 
sation, nn enthusiasm when spcakhiff 
on professional subjects that showed 
he was no common being." Other ac- 
counts of the time sum up Nelson's 
general appearance as that of a Brit- 
ish seaman, with n "shock head," di- 
minutive llgurc and delicate health, 
negligent In dress, but ha vine a charm 
that was Irresistible when he wished to 
please. 


Nelson paw that Hood was n fighting 


admiral and joined his fleet, maklin; 
his tlrst great stroke nt tin; battle of 
Cape St. Vincent, where, with his ship, 
thu Captain, he disobeyed orders and 
alone attacked a division of the Span- 
ish lI'M-t In tin*.flank. The admiral saw 
that tliU wits a bold move and ordered 
other captains to do the name. Nel- 
son's ship was shot to pieces, but he 
boarded and captured a Spaniard and- 
kept on lighting. Hood said to him 
after the victory. "You formed the, 
plan of attack, and the rest of us were 
only accessories In the ruin of the. 
dons." Four years later Nelson again 
disobeyed orders, and after that there 
were no orders but Nelson's own, for 
ho became the master sailor of Kng- 
land and the world. Thp second occa- 
sion of disobedience was nt Copenha- 
gen, and Nelson said of It on the spot: 
"Well, I have fought contrary to or- 
ders, and I shall perhaps be hanged. 
Never mind. let them." 


When Nelson disobeyed the admiral 


at Copenhagen, his division of the fleet 
was getting the worst of It under the 
Danish gun*. A signal was hoisted on 
the flagship to leave off action and rc- 
Ireat. "Leave off action." said Nelson 
bitterly, "now d—n me If I d.o!" Turn- 
ing to the captain of his flagship, ho 
told him to keep his own signal for 
close action Hying and put a telescope 
to his eye, resting It on the stump of 
an arm shot away In battle. "You 
know, Foley," said he, "that I nave 


only one eye and have n right to be 
blind HOtnetlmes." With the glass to 
the blind eye. another souvenir of 'bat- 
tle, he exclaimed: "I really do not sec 
the signal. D—n the signal, anyway! 
Keep mine for close action Hying. Yes, 
will It to the mast. That's the way' I 
answer signals to 'leave off action.*" 
At the end of one hour more lighting 
he was dictating terms to the van- 
quished sailor, I'rlnee of Denmark. 


No, the trade of war was not one of 


unalloyed glory for Horatio Nelson. 
Not only was he sh'ot to pieces In bat- 
tle, but all his life he sulTered keenly 
from bodily weakness aggravated by 
unhealthy climate, and fan* on ship- 
board. 
In one battle he contracted a 


blood disease by taking the rammer 
from the hands of a dylns gunner and 
serving the shots himself. In spite of 
his distressing condition, however, he 
generally maintained a sweetness of 
temper and at times under the most 
vexing circumstances gave way tu hu- 
mor, as at Copenhagen. Even In his 
last hour nt Trafalgar, when word was 
brought to him that fourteen of the al- 
lied'ships had been captured, he said, 
"That Is well, but I bargained for twen- 
ty." 
This, referred to a conversation 


before the battle began In which he 
said that he would take it as a victory 
If he got twenty of the enemy's ves- 
sels. The last scene on the deck of the 
Victory was heartrending In Its tender- 
ness and pathos. 
Nelson was coura- 


geous to the last, thoughtful and calm. 
He knew that It was death, and titter 
he bccaiiii* unconscious the lips repent- 
ed again and again the last thought of 
Ids mind: "Now I am satlsllcd. Thank 
God, I have done my duty!" The trag 
Ic story In the rugged logbook of the 
flagship reads, "Partial firing contin- 
ued until -I:.".<>, when, a victory having 
been reported tu Viscount Nelson, K. 
U., he died.of his wound." 


• The noted signal at Trafalgar was 
not struck .at white heat, like most of 
Nelson's noted expressions. He wrote, 
"Nelson conllde.s that every man will 
do his duty." An olllcer suggested that 
the appeal should be In the name of 
Kngland, anil Nelson assented 'to the 
change. The signal ollleer for conven- 
ience In trnnsinlttlni; made It "Kng- 
land expects that every man will do 
his duty." 


Nelson's bluntncsK was displayed of- 


ten In the heat of action. At Trafalgar 
the captain nf the flagship told htm at 
one stage that he could nut take the 
Victory through the enemy's line of 
battle without running Into one of 
three allied ships standing across the 
course. •'! cannot hrlp It." said the ad- 
miral. "Go on board which you please. 
Take your choice." 


At another time, when asked fur dl; 


reetlons how to light, he said. "A cap- 
tain cannot go wrong If he lays his ship 
alongside thi; nearest foe." Even when 
dying he remembered the situation of 
the ships ami several limes called out, 
"Anchor, Hardy, anchor." This refer-

red to orders he had given before tbfl 
action commenced to anchor the fleet 
after It was over because there was a 
gale coming on which would carry the 
ships upon the dangerous -shoals of 
Trafalgar. 


Hume circumstances Indicate that Nel- 


son felt the approach of fate when he 
left the north to go In search of the 
French licet. He had been waiting two 
years to get a chance to finish the 
business. Before setting out for the 
Mediterranean he arranged his private 
affairs, and It Is said stopped In Lou- 
don to give orders about a cullln. The 
night before Trafalgar he wrote letters 
to Lady Hamilton and the daughter, 
Horatlii. After he had given Instruc- 
tions to the captain of the frigates he 
parted with him saying, "1 shall never 
speak to you again." 


At daylight on the morning of the 


light he was on deck dressed In his ad- 
miral's frock coat, with the stars of his 
four different orders of kulghthuod up- 
on the breast. He had left his sword on 
tint cabin table and did not wear It dur- 
ing the engagement. He was shot by a 
French .sharpshooter from the Ileflonlil- 
alile when (i.'at ship was In the embrace 
of tin- English tlagshlp. Victory. So 
went dbwu Uiirou Nelson of the Nile.

are always dllllcult of credence. Dar- 
win. In his "Voyage of .a Naturalist," 
mentions one of this UlniL, though dif- 
ferent .In degree.

In northern Chile, where his fa- 
ther lost all his property, and he him- 
self had barely escaped with his life 
In tlie earthqtiitkc at Valparaiso. 


He mentioned a curious coincidence 


which then happened. A German, one 
of the parly, gut tip and Bald he would 
never sit In n room III these countries 
with the door shut, as owing to his 
having done so he had nearly lost his 
life nt Coplapo. Accordingly he opened 
the door, and no sooner had he douc 
this than he cried out, "Here It cornea 
again 1" and the famous shock com- 
menced. Th« •whole party escaped. 


THE MODEL 


I dropped Into Panvors" studio one 


morning—I suppose It must have been 
two years ago—and found him painting 
on a classical study. He was doing 
neck and shoulder work nt the time, 
and his model was a stranger to me. I 
sut smoking and watching htm. or. to 
be candid, her. for half an hour. Then 
her time wug up,'and she left fur din- 
ner or something.

Three months afterward 1 walked In- 


to Uanvers\ studio again and fairly 
gasped when I looked at his model. It 
was the same girl, and Danvors was at 
the same kind of work, but—well, she 
left the room for something after u bit, 
ami 1 looked at Ihinvers. 
/ 


"Is she In training for a pose as a dy- 


ing ascetic? 
What In the wurld have 


you been doing with her. ImnversV 
What the deuce good ran she be 'In 
your work now? Had, man, the girl's 
dying!" 


"Yes, I know." pnlil I>anvers. scrap- 


Ing his palette savagely. 
"Henstly

I rather1 
like the girl, she's so palhettc. 
But 


what can n man do':" 


"What she wants, old man. Is simply 


a new Interest of home kind. She's 
Klmply dying for want of some Interest 
In living. That blind chnp represented 
all the beamy In her life. 
He's gone. 


She must lie made to see some other 
kind of beauty." 


"H'm! And you think that would 


cure her'/" 


"Certain." 


. "Ah. well. I must get to work, old 
chap." 


"Yes. Uoodby." 
Now. 
fur a.good time I dropped Into 


Danvcrs' studio pretty nearly every 
day. and .I'm nut joking when I say 1 
watched the reincarnation of that girl 
—physically. anyhow. Then, Just as I 
was getting interested, and—Well. It 
was a weirdly beautiful process—I had 
to start mi that wretched South Amer- 
ican expedition." 


Thut occupied almost a year. When I 


•returned. I went out tu St. John's 
Wood to look up Danvcrs. 


Miss Uetours—that was her name- 


was still there, and 1 found she never 
went Into any other studlu. She grave- 
ly excused Jierscjf from sitting fur inc. 
and as she did su sh> looked across nt 
Daiivers—great Scot! and hi- was whit- 
tling a vllt* thing from a pantomime. 
But she was In perfect health and a 
poem of southern European beauty. 
Only .when she looked at me she didn't 
see me. only through me dreamily to 
Dunvers. When she looked at him, her 
great, big, line, forest eyes shone and 
glistened-n mixture of Madonna and 
Bacchante. 


"How did you do It, Danvcrs?" I ask- 


ed when she went out. "IIuw did yuu 
give her the new InterestV" 


"Who? 
Adlle? Oh. bless you. she's 


been happy ns possible for ever su long. 
Forgotten all about the blind chap. I 
fancy. In fact. I sometimes think she 
must be a bit sentimentally Inclined 
nbout some other fellow." 


Sonic other fellow! "Yes. How did 


you do It?" 


"Let me see. Well, really I—I think I 


talked an awful lot of rut about poetry 
and art. and—oh. yes! I remember I 
painted n little Ideal paradise fur her— 
somewhere In thu Mediterranean. I 
think It wns. That slie seemed to catch 
on to wonderfully. 
AH talk, yuu 


know." All talk! And I. who might 
have done this thing, was fouling about 
In South America. 


"Yes. It's evidently given her a new 


Interest In life. 
I suppose It began 


nbout the time I went away—u year 
ago?" 


"About then, I think. Anyhow, she's 


ns right as possible now—n bit pensive 
at times, but plastic as wax. and lights 
up beautifully at a word. AH a woman. 
1 confess she rather bores me now, but 
she's a perfect model, my boy. an ab- 
solutely perfect model."

CHINE CO. BUILDING. 


It Was Overloaded with Stock, and a 


Section of Flooring In Three Stq- 
ries Went Down with a Crash Ye - 
terday Morning — Loss Will Be 
About $2,500. 


Shortly before seven o'clock yestor 


day morning a call over the private 
wire of the Janesvllle Machine com- 
pany was received at the fire stations 
and the department 
turned out 
In 


short order. 
When they arrived at 


the works they found there was no 
need of the fire department but that 
there would be plenty of work for a 
wrecking crew and a force of carpenr 
tors and masons. 


It was found upon Investigation that 


a .section of tlio floor 
32x90 In all, 
three stories had given away and 
dumped their loads of 
machinery, 


wheels and farming Implements Into 
the basement, entailing a loss esti- 
mated to be in the neighborhood of 
two thousand or twenty-five hundred 
dollars. 
* 


During the 'past summer the ma 


chine company has erected an 1m 
mcnse brjck storage warehouse ex- 
tending from River street almost to 
Franklin street. 
On the west end 


is a section of the warehouse 
48 


by 90 which- Is practically divided 
from the main building on the east 
by a railroad side track. 
It was In 


this section that the accident occur 
red. 
The basement of the building 


Is 'used as a paint shop for dipping 
castings and the other .two floors 
for storing machines and supplies: 


The first floor Is supported by two 


rows of eighteen Inch brick 
'piers 


twelve In number, sixteen, feet apart 
The row of piers sixteen feet east o 
the west foundation wall of the build 
Iqg. were not strong enough to bear 
the weight put upon them and crum 
bled away, allowing a section 32x90 
to drop down Into the basement. 


The two floors above being deprlv 


cd of their supports followed 
the 


first floor and hung down Into the 
pit like two great Vs. 
The row o 


brick piers sixteen feet from the eas 
wall held all right and that portion o 
the wall remained Intact. 


The piers were built upon a solid 


cement foundation hut crumbled like 
so • much lime. 
The roof was not 


badly Injured when the supports were 
torn from, under It and 
temporary 


supports are holding It In place. "A 
large force of men are at work cut- 
ting the floors so they can be handled 
and taken out of the way. 


Mr. Rathcram. who did the brick 


work on the walls thinks It will be 
necessary to take out a small portion 
of the front wall where It Is bulged 
out., and a portion,, of the rear .wall 
wheroVthe large, siippq'.-tlng beams' 
and • rods-tore- looso'amr made"1f6Tt>s. 
The walls are nil eighteen 
Inches 


thick and their condition under the 
present circumstances shows that they 
are all right. 


A large number of mowers and 


steel wheels piled up on the second 
floor were let down Into the basemenL 
The wheels are all right and the mow- 
ers not badly njured. 
-It Is hard to 


estimate the loss closely but It will be 
In the neighborhood of $2,500. 


The supports under-the main ware- 


house are 14x14 timbers and will sus- 
tain a much greater weight than brick 
piers.
